WHEN DEBTORS CANNOT PAY 

Washington, despatches tell us, “sees 
no alternative to the scaling down of 
Kurope’s debts to the United States 

Seeing that the United States has al- 
ready gathered in half the world’s gold 
supply and that France is hoarding half 
the remainder; that the United States 


gold and refuses 
that Germany 


cannot hope to get more 


to take goods in payment; 


has come to the end of its rope and can 
no longer borrow to pay reparations 
while Britain has frankly stated that it 
can't and won't settle in gold; this mis- 


giving as to the collectibility of the debts 
is understandable to the point of being in- 
evitable. 

If President Hoover can hitch onto the 


scaling down program a_ provision that 
Europe must stop spending so much 
the United 


money on armies and navies, 
States will get some compensation for the 
debt reduction in being able to cut down 
its own military and naval budgets; and 
still more compensation through the re- 
vival of trade that would follow the les- 
sening of the overhead load. But, wheth- 
er this concession can or cannot be exact- 


ed, the fact remains that gold cannot be 
got where it does not exist. 
WASHINGTON GIVES A LEAD 
Despite Japan’s protest, the Council 
of the League of Nations invited the 
i States to join it in trying to ¢ 
range a settlement of the Manchurian 
tangle. Tokyo's notion that its quarrel 


with China could be proclaimed a “private 
fight,” and settled according to its own 
plans, is thus ruled out. 

The action taken at Geneva is formal 
notice that the world at large has a legiti- 
mate interest in the issue and intends to 
give attention to the matter. The Council 
seemingly was not disposed to take that 
stand. But Washington a week ago forced 
its hand by demanding to know what was 
going on in the Orient. 

The Council could not let itself be out- 
done, in the matter of preserving peace, 
by a country outside the League. Hence 
Washington was asked to work with the 


League, instead of acting independently 
of the League. The inference is that if 
the United States had not demanded a 
show-down the Council would have al- 


Jowed matters to drift. 

Whatever is done now to arrange an 
nmicable settlement, the credit for having 
taken the initiative will rest with Wash- 
ington, not with Geneva. It is the United 
not the League of Nations, that 
China will thank for having intervened, 
and that Japan will pedhaps remember 
with different feelings on the same ac-

Now he 
is explaining through Dr. Stanley that 
federal assistance can only be extended 
through the provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments and councils. 

The Mackenzie King Government was 
condemned with enthusiasm and without 
measure by Mr. Bennett for asserting 
the principle which Dr. Stanley now, quite 
correctly, says is embodied in the British 
North America Act. That Dr. Stanley 
now knows the law better than Mr. Ben- 
nett knew it a year ago last June is not at 
all likely.
